How He Tamed Them. 


A curious histoi7, and one that sheds 


many gleams of light upon the character 
of beasts in the menagerie, is that of 
Henri Martin, the lion tamer, who died, 
ninety - years old, quietly nt 'his home 
"amoii"- his collections of butterflies 
and his books of botany." Martin, ac-

From this he went 
ou to taming wild beasts, and soon after 
he had started business as part proprier 
tor of a menagerie he had labored 
eifht months in training a royaltiger 
'and had taught a spotted hyena to pick 
•up his gloves. 
He was never seen with 


'(i whip in his hand; but he crossed his 
.armsand gave his animals the word of 
'command to leap on and off his shoul- 
ders, and he considered his method in- 
finitely superior to that of the trainers 
who go through their business'chiefly 
by tho terrorism of a heavy whip-and a 
revolver. Their beasts obey them, but, 
ho said, "they are not tamed as mine 
were, and when one of them rebels you 
can judge the tragic result from the 
tragical end of Lucas."

Ostrich Tarihing Profits. 


"Ostrich Farming and the Prospects 


of ita Success in this Country" was the 
subject of some instructive remarks by 
Mr. C. J. Sketchley, late of the Trans- 
'vaal, South Africa, before the-American 
Institute Farmers' Club. ' Mr. Sketcliley 
stated that he had several years of prac- 
tical experience in ostrich' farming in 
Cape Colony. The -industry of breeding 
ostriches for their feathers was begun in 
South Africa only twelve or thirteen 
years ago. Prior to that, the wild os- 
tricheawere killed for their feathers. 
At present more than $6,260,000 worth 
of ostrich feathera are exported from 
South Africa, nine-tenths of which are 
the feathers of tame birds. An ostrich 
is first plucked at the age of six or eight 
months, and again from six to nine months 
later, and every succeeding six .to nine 
months. The quality and value of the 
"eathers improve' with ' each succeeding 
clucking.' If an .ostrich has a plentiful 
upply of food the feathera will cro'w and 
ripen quickly. 
Ostriches' will 
_ thrive 


vherever sheep will. In fact, it is a pe- 
uliarity of their class that they will eat 
and digest almost anything. The breed- 
ng of ostriches is managed as follows: A 
>air of birds which/cost at the Cape from 
5750 to. $1,200, or what is' called a set, 
viz., a cock and two hens, are inclosed in 
, paddock or camp any size from forty 
jy sixty yards to two or three acres each, 
he larger the better. Wood is the best 
or the inclosure, which should be at 
east five feet bighi The smaller the 
nclosure the more artificial feeding the 
>irds require.' The artificial feed for one 
ostrich generally consists of one pound of 
ndian corn and ahout a bucketful of cut 
green- barley, or prickly pear,1 per day. 
After the eggs are laid they are put in 
an incubator for hatching. 
On the

Mr. Sketchley explained that ten per 


cent, of the .total productive value might 
se deducted for expenses.' An ostrich 
will commence'breeding when about sis 
yeara of age, and the speaker had known 
of ostriches- breeding up to the age of 
eighty years. Mr. Sketchley alluded to 
;he twenty-two ostriches now in Central 
Park, which, he said, were brought from 
South Africa by way of Buenos Ayres. 
The: bringing of ostriches to this country, 
IB said; was a very serious business. The 
utmost'care was. necessary in order to 
prevent their getting sick and dying. 
Out of a lot of 200 birds that wero sent 
out from South Africa some timo ago 
only twenty-eight lived to reach Buenos 
Ayres. 
In answer to a question as to what per- 


centage of young chicks could be raised 
to a productive age. Mr. Sketchley said 
that with care ana under favorable cir- 
cumstances a farmer'; might raise every 
chick; at any rate, not more than eight 
or nine per cent, of the chicks ought to 
be lost. When young ostriches begin to 
lay, if they are allowed to sit naturally, 
they will lay from twelve to fifteen eggs 
and then begin to sit. They sit for forty- 
two1 days, after which they'will not be- 
nn to lay again for threo weeks 
or a month. 
If "the 
eggs 
are 


taken' away aa laid, and incubated,, 
the' ostriches will lay up to thirty 


;fs without stopping,- 'and if well, fed 


>v'ul begin -again in two or three weeks. 
The number of eggs each' bird • will lay 
varies from "fortr to ninety per annum. 
Mr: Sketchley said: "From what-I bavo 
seen of California I'believe it would be 
the most suitable place in this country 
for the production of ostriches, although 
I have no doubt they would do well in 
Virginia, Florida, Texas, Colorado, nnd 
other parts whero-but little frost is had. 


* * * It is proposed to form a com- 


pany hero for the breeding of these birds 
m California. 'Now, I am so far con- 
vinced that they will do well there, that 
I have offered to take the entire manage- 
ment of them for three or four years, 
with no salary but a percentage on the 
profits after expenses." 
• 
• 


As an example of what had been done 


by artificial hatching, Mr. Sketchley said 
tliat during the year from Juue 30, 1ST 2, 
to June 30, 1873, one set of three birds, 
one cock and two hens, laid 188 eggs, 
which produced.'133 chicks; of these 
eighteen died, leaving 115 young birds. 
Seventy-four of the birds were sold at 
three months old for £16 each, and esti- 
mating the remaining, forty-one birds to 
bavo been worth only £12 each, a return 
Is shown from one set o£ birds of £1,676. 
The next'year the same .set' of 'ostriches 
laid 113 eggs, producing seventy-seven 
chicks, and the first six months of the 
third year they laid ninety-seven eggs, 
producing eighty-one chick?, beinj; more 
than eighty per cent. .After, this the 
cock was killed, by a thoughtless man, 
for his feathers. 
' '..

Dr. J. Trotheroe, who owns the twenty- 


two breeding ostriches-now in Central 
Park, and who brought'them from South 
America, to which country they were 
brought a year ago from South Africa, 
spoke briefly on the subject of the care 
and breeding, of ostriches... .The speaker 
called attention to the fact -that young 
ostriches rcquired'no'artificial food.. They 
would feed themselves by- grazing, until 
they were separated-'for; breeding pur- 
poses. Dr. Prothero'e expects 'to ta^e his 
ostriches to California very soon. 


The Key. J. J- Ligh-tbp'urn was not m 


favor 
of 
raising ostriches for their 


feathers. He said that 'such an-induatry 
only fostered vanity • and- extravagance, 
and he did not believe:in' it. When he 
plucked a feather from a goose he slept 
on it, but a .feather .plucked from an 
ostrich did nobody .any real good. He 
would not raise.tobacco"arid ho would not 
raise ostrichea.—N.. Y. Times.
